fish oil, esparto wax, oils from fungi or other microorganisms, guayule plant extract, jojoba 
oil, jurinea oil, lanolin, laurel berry oil, olestra (clean), olive oil concentrate 
(phytosqualene), olive seed oil, orange roughy oil, ouricury wax, quinoa seed oil, rye germ 
oil, shark liver oil, shea butter, sperm whale oil, sugar cane wax, sunflower wax, tall oil, tall 
oil distillate, Vegepure from wheat grainsU and wheat germ oil.

unsaponifiable[s] material .
